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The two Terminal Disclaimers filed September 6, 2005 have been approved, and are 
deemed to overcome the obviousness-type double patenting rejections contained in the previous 
Office Action. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 9, 11, 12, 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Dawson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,134,831). The reference discloses removing 
arsenate (see Table I) from water with a sorbent material "comprising" a composition including a 
constituent (i.e. magnetite) having the recited formula (see col. 5, line 65 through col. 6, line 5), 
which sorbent material composition will bind the arsenate predominantly through the formation 
of surface complexes; and this is all that is required by claims 1, 3, 4, 9, 11, 12, 14 and 15. 

Applicant's arguments filed September 6, 2005 have been noted and carefully considered, 
but no longer appear to be relevant in view of the new grounds of rejection. Applicant should 
note, however, that the sorbent material "composition" of Dawson et al. includes magnetite as a 
component of this composition, which magnetite has the formula now recited in the claims, and 
this is all that is required by the language of claims 1, 3, 4, 9, 1 1, 12, 14 and 15. 

Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowed if rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims because the references of record do not teach or fairly suggest utilizing 
CuFe2C>4 in a water decontamination process of the type recited. 
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Lorenc et al. (U.S. Patent No. 3,767,571) discloses adsorbing an anionic contaminant (see 
col. 2, lines 20 and 36) from water with magnetite (see col. 1, lines 40-41). 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of rejection presented in this Office 
action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a). Applicant is 
reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a).
